During this Easter season, in the mystery of creation 
and the gift of life, we really experience how God 
loved the world and each one of us.

News from the Diocese of Taiwan 


On Saturday February 6, the day before Chinese 
New Year’s Eve, a 6.4 earthquake hit southern Tai- 
wan with its epicenter in Meinung, Kaohsiung. 
Damage was particularly severe in Tainan, and sad- 
ly 117 people were killed, nearly all in a collapsed 
residential building in Yongkang, Tainan. Although 
Grace Church, Tainan and St. Peter’s Church, Chia- 
yi were slightly damaged, thankfully all our church 
members were safe. Many people were hit by travel 
disruption, and power and water outages over the 
Chinese New Year holiday period. We are grateful 
for your prayers and your concern. 


Bishop Lai and Mrs. Lily Lai attended the installa- 
tion on Monday February 22, 2016 in St. Mary’s 
Anglican Cathedral, Kuala 
Lumpur of Rt. Rev. Datuk 
Ng Moon Hing, Bishop of 
the Diocese of West Ma- 
laysia as Archbishop and 
Primate of the Province of 
S.E. Asia. Bishop Laialso = 
represented Presiding Bish- 
op Michael Curry at the ; 
service. 


On Thursday February 25, 
Bishop Lai welcomed the 
Rev. Stephen Sikyung Yoo 
to visit the diocesan office, 
on his first visit to Taiwan. 
Rev. Stephen Yoo is the 
Provincial Secretary of the 
Anglican Church of Korea, 
and was visiting Taiwan 
for a conference of East 
Asia church leaders hosted by the Taiwan Presby- 
terian Church. He presented Bishop Lai and Mrs. 
Lily Lai with gifts from himself and from Archbish- 
op Paul Kim, most notably 2 beautiful stoles made 
in Rason City, North Korea, under the TOPIK 
(Towards Peace in Korea) program (see center pho- 
to). 


The Diocese of Taiwan Annual Synod and Conven- 
tion was held from Friday March 4 to Saturday 
March 5, 2016 and hosted by Good Shepherd 
Church, Taipei. Canon Peter Ng, Asia-Pacific Of- 
ficer of the Episcopal Church, and Mr. Warren 
Wong, Member of Executive Council of the Episco- 
pal Church and Ex. Committee member of Province 


VIII were both present. 


The Diocese of Taiwan welcomed a group from our 
Companion Diocese of Osaka to visit Taiwan from 
March 2-5, 2016. The group was led by the Rt. 
Rev. Andrew Haruhisa Iso, Bishop of Osaka, and 
Rev. Takebayashi Keiichi. Retired Bishop of Osa- 
ka, Bishop Toru Uno and his wife also joined the 
group, which included 4 other clergy. They visited 
Christ Church, Advent Church and St. John's Cathe- 
dral. On Friday March 4, they all attended the open- 
ing service of the diocesan convention at Good 
Shepherd Church; their clergy all joined in the pro- 
cession and concelebrated the Eucharist. Bishop Iso 
gave a speech during the service and presented 
Bishop Lai with a check 
for ¥500,000 (US$ 4,442 / 
NT$ 146,132) towards 
earthquake relief in south- 
ern Taiwan. They also at- 
tended the first session of 
the convention where each 
member of the group was 
introduced, and they sang 
together the song, 
“Tomoni’ (‘Together’), 
which was specially com- 
posed and sung by the 
Osaka group at the 60th 
anniversary celebrations of 
the Taiwan Episcopal 
Church in April 2014. 


Bishop Lai attended the 
House of Bishops in Camp 
Allen, Texas from March 
10-15, 2016, followed by a trip with Mrs. Lily Lai 
from March 15-18 to visit Rev. Charles C. T. Chen 
and his wife MaryJo at their daughter’s home in 
Frisco, Texas. 


Bishop Lai and a group of 18 from the Diocese of 
Taiwan attended the 11th World Anglican Chinese 
Clergy Fellowship (WACCEF), April 5-8, 2016 in 
Hong Kong. Bishop Lai was elected the new chair 
of WACCEF, and the next gathering will be in April 
2020 in Taiwan.

I am thankful to our Lord for giving me this oppor- 
tunity to study in HKSKH (Hong Kong Sheng- 
Kung-Hui) Ming Hua Theological College. This is 
my second year here and I| have truly been trans- 
formed in spirituality.

Here in Ming Hua, the academic work is one of the 
most important parts of student life, especially for 
those like me who are not native English speakers.

They really help 
us to extend our vision and inspire us in our voca- 
tion. 


For my internship, or parish experience, I have been 


training at St. James’ Church in Wan Chai since last 
September. During Sunday services, I usually act as 
an acolyte, intercessor, and sometimes as preacher. 
Now and then I have been invited to share some- 
thing about myself in the different fellowship 
groups, especially in the youth group. I am glad to 
get together with these young people. The other 
ministry which IJ have joined are the classes for new 
members who want to be baptized. It has also been 
a good chance to accompany those who are starting 
searching for God and His truth. 


I have also been back to Taiwan for my internship 
in St. John Cathedral, Taipei, during the summer 
and winter vacations. I like to stay in contact with 
the churches back home in Taiwan. There is al- 
ways a close connection between church members 
and the clergy, and the Rev. Elizabeth Wei, among 
others, has taken good care of me and taught me a 
lot. | do appreciate her guidance and help. I thank 
other priests, too, for their support. I also cherish 
my friendships with the office staff and church 
members. I believe that we really have a good time 
when we get together to worship our God and serve 
each other. 


Another thing I would like to mention is something 


about the 11th World Anglican Chinese Cler- 

gy Fellowship (WACCEF), which was held from 
April 5-8, 2016 here in Hong Kong and which I also 
had a chance to attend. There were about 140 Chi- 
nese clergy and their families from Singapore, Ma- 
laysia, Australia, New Zealand, America, England, 
Taiwan and Hong Kong at this conference. 


The theme for this year’s WACCEF was “How to 
become an infectious (or influential) church”. It 
was, and is, an interesting topic for discussion, for 
we can reflect upon how we are living in a such a 
complicated and conflicted world. How the Angli- 
can churches can produce positive influences over 
the secular world was one of the emergent issues for 
everyone who attended the conference. I am con- 
vinced that we need to be inspired by God’s power 
and love, and then we can have the ability to build 
up influential churches. The WACCF is an im- 
portant fellowship connecting all Chinese Anglican 


clergy so as to fulfill the ideal that the Gospel can 
be proclaimed everywhere. 


When I review my learning and service this past 
year, I am so thankful in my heart. No matter what 
challenges or good things I have encountered, those 
have been opportunities which I could experience 
the Lord’s companionship. This is why I can confi- 
dently continue to follow the calling of the Lord. 
Grant that we can serve and love each other faith- 
fully under God’s merciful reign!

cellent English teacher, Mrs. Elaine Lau, who 
helped me with my English language. The Rev. 
Keleawe and Mrs. Faye Hee also took great care of 
me. Rev. Raymond Woo shared with me about the 
liturgy each week. Everyone was so kind and gener- 
ous with their time and expertise, thank you to each 
one! 


I stayed in the 2-story, 3-bedroom vicarage of St. 
Luke's Church, Honolulu, which is on the main road 
between the downtown area of Honolulu and the 
main cemetery. I could walk to St. Andrew’s Cathe- 
dral in 30 minutes or take a bus from the bus stop, 
only 2 minutes away; it was very convenient. 


During my first week, I had the opportunity to at- 
tend the Diocese of Hawaii Annual Convention. 
The first day was an Education Day, with lectures 
and activities, and the convention opening worship 
at 4:00 pm. The next day was the actual meeting 
day, including the elections and discussions. 


Each Sunday, I went to a different church for Holy 
Communion, all following the Book of Common 
Prayer, and yet all with their own character. That 
included St. Mark's Church, the only Anglo- 


Catholic Episcopal Parish in Hawaii. On Christmas 
Eve, I was busy from morning to night, in fact I 
went to four different churches for five services! 
Although I was quite tired physically, I was so ex- 
cited to celebrate the birth of Christ our Savior in 
each place! 


Living for 3 months so close to the main cemetery 
in Honolulu meant that it became a part of my daily 
life. Walking in the cemetery became a very enjoy- 
able thing. It gave me a lot of time to think about 
the reality of death, and the meaning of life and 
death. There is no way to escape death, and yet it is 
easy to avoid thinking about it. Some things are 
inevitable, and the closer the date of my return to 
Taiwan, so this feeling became deeper. I had start- 
ed by counting the days every day until my return to 
Taiwan, but then I made the positive decision to ac- 
cept and enjoy each day as it came. Our faith teach- 
es us that as we die with Christ, so we believe that 
we also live with Him. It is a great blessing from 
God, and a lesson I will always remember.

At this time, we are thankful to have been invited to 
the Diocese of Tatwan Annual Convention and Syn- 
od.

The floor leading from the 
baptismal font to the altar is inscribed with the 
words, "Way - Truth - Life," and when worship is 


over, the people walk over these words. I thought 
that this is the way of the believer, as they follow in 
the footsteps of Jesus. And then there is the celestial 
stained glass and hanging sculpture, suspended 
above the altar, reaching down like a ladder, catch- 
ing the light from spotlights in the seasonal liturgi- 
cal color. It strikes me as an easily understood and 
easily accepted visible symbol of the advent of our 
Trinitarian God coming to fill us. 


Later, when I met Rev. Akira Iwaki, he remarked

ST. JOHN’S UNIVERSITY AND RIKKYO UNIVERSITY ‘MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING’ CEREMONY 
MARCH 28, 2016 


On March 28, 2016, an historic event took place at 
St. John’s University, Tamsui, Tatwan, when Dr. 
Chen Jean-Lien, President of St. John’s University 


(EERE AS), welcomed Dr. Tomoya Yoshi- 


oka, President of Rikkyo University (IZ#UK®), 


and his colleagues to sign a “Memorandum of Un- 
derstanding” for future cooperation and partnership, 
to strengthen academic relationships and deepen 
spiritual connections. 


In January 2016, I had the honor of traveling with 
Dr. Wang Chien-Hsing, Vice President of St. John’s 
University, to Tokyo, Japan for my first visit to 
Rikkyo University. Rikkyo University has a fine 
educational reputation around the globe and is im- 
bued with a strong Anglican/Episcopal tradition. 
The campus is truly beautiful, and the university 
history center is located in a well-designed and re- 
fined building, with excellent displays. When I saw 
the statue of Bishop Williams, I felt deeply moved 
and warmly connected, because I know a little of 
the history between Rikkyo University and St. 
John’s University. 


Bishop Channing Moore Williams (1829-1910) was 
the founder of Rikkyo University, and he was also 
the first Episcopal bishop of Japan. In 1855, on fin- 
ishing his seminary training at Virginia Theological 
Seminary, USA, he was ordained deacon, and start- 
ed out on his 9-month journey by boat to Shanghai, 
arriving in June 1856. He then began learning the 
Chinese language and started his missionary work 
in and around Shanghai. Due to his hard work and 
devotion, Bishop William Jones Boone (1811- 
1864), the first Episcopal missionary bishop of 
Shanghai, ordained Williams to the priesthood in 
1857. Two years later, in 1859, Williams heard 
God’s call and set off for Japan to pioneer mission- 
ary work there. Such an important transfer of post 
and duty happened during the last feudal Japanese 
military government (1603-1867), the Tokugawa 
shogunate (bakufu) period, which was an era of se- 
rious persecution of Christianity. With his unusual 
determination and dedication to God and the Gos- 
pel, Williams was a brave man! 


In 1864, Bishop Boone died at Shanghai after al- 
most thirty years of missionary endeavor, and the 
Episcopal Church needed someone with high quali- 


fications and devotion to 
lead the church and its 
evangelistic mission in 
East Asia. In 1866, Wil- 
liams once again an- 
swered God’s call with 
great courage, and was 
consecrated as Episcopal 
Bishop of China and Ja- 
pan. With his vision and 
leadership, he opened up 
two important new mis- 
sionary stations, one at 


Wuchang (£0), China, 


the other at Osaka, Japan. 


Bishop Williams’ vision 
was to equip native cler- 
gy and lay people with 
better education and

and school to benefit the 
church and society con- 
tinued and grew. 


In 1879, Bishop Schere- 
schewsky founded St. 
John’s College in Shang- 
hai, later renamed St. 
John’s University. St. 
John’s produced thou- 
sands of Chinese gradu- 
ates in liberal arts, social 
sciences, business and 
management, theological 
education, and the like. 
Many of its graduates 
have made great contri- 
butions to the develop- 
ment of Modern China 


spiritual integrity, and so 
he established the Boone 


Memorial School for Boys (3C#= 


= 52) at Wuchang in 1871. The 


school was raised to the rank of 
college in 1905 and finally incor- 
porated as a university in 1909. 
With the same goal in mind, 
Bishop Williams started an Eng- 
lish learning school, St. Paul's 
College in Tokyo in 1874. The 
college was later renamed Rikkyo 
College and eventually became 
Rikkyo University in 1922. To- 
day it is one of the six leading 
universities in Tokyo. 


Due to the geographical barriers 
and extraordinary demands of 
both mission fields, Bishop Williams requested the 
Episcopal Church to divide his huge episcopate of 
China and Japan. After years of waiting, prepara- 
tion and search, Bishop Samuel Isaac Joseph 
Schereschewsky (1831-1906) was consecrated 
Bishop of Shanghai in Grace Church, New York, in 
1877. During the consecration service, Bishop Wil- 
liams said of Bishop Schereschewsky, “We trust he 
will establish a native ministry, a native Church, 
and native training schools in China, to walk forth 
in the strength of its own national organization. The 
principal aim of our mission work in China should 
be the raising up of an indigenous ministry, trained 
on the soil and for the soil ~ so establish schools!” 
The vision of establishing and empowering mission

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as leaders in their vari- 
ous professions. All 
treasured the higher edu- 
cation they received and cherished 
the spiritual nourishment of the 
campus. The vision of ‘mission 
school’ was sustained and contin- 
ued to shine. 


After World War II, huge political 
upheaval from the KMT - CCP 
civil war occurred throughout 
Mainland China, leading to a series 
of intense changes in society. In 
1949, the Nationalist (KMT) gov- 
ernment retreated to Taiwan, and 
four years later, communist rule 
extended throughout the whole of 
Mainland China. Due to the CCP 
(Chinese Communist Party) reli- 
gious policy, St. John’s University 
lost its identity through amalgamation with state 
institutions. Under such circumstances, some Epis- 
copal Church members and St. John’s University 
alumni followed the Nationalist government and 
moved to Taiwan. Right after relocation, they tried 
their best to persuade the Episcopal Church to con- 
tinue such a wonderful mission school vision by 
restoring their alma mater in Taiwan. However, 
faced with such regional political instability and 
uncertainty, the Episcopal Church did not immedi- 
ately grant their wishes. The Taiwan Episcopal 
Church (TEC) began to take root and formally es- 
tablished its mission work in 1954, and officially 
became a missionary district under the jurisdiction 
of the Episcopal Church in 1961. With very limited 


church members, few financial 
resources and pressing needs to 
establish mission work all over 
Taiwan, setting up a mission 
school at the level of St. John’s 
University was not an urgent step 
for the Church to take. However, 
as the situation across the Taiwan 
Strait and in East Asia became 
gradually safer and more settled, 
the mission school plan came to 
be a part of the church plan. Dr. 
James C. L. Wong (1900-1970) 
was the first Chinese missionary 
bishop of Taiwan and arrived in 
Taiwan to lead the diocese in 
1965. He had a similar vision 
(one of higher education with 
spiritual nourishment) to Bishop 
Williams and Bishop Schere- 
schewsky, and decided to shoul- 
der the responsibility of establish- 
ing a new school, a successor in- 
stitution to St. John’s University, 
Shanghai. 


Interestingly, Bishop James 
Wong was an alumnus of Boone 
College in Wuchang, China 
(established by Bishop Wil- 
liams). He later pursued a career 
in marine engineering and was 
the first honorary clergyman in 
the Hong Kong Anglican Church 
(32 827\@7 Chung Hua Sheng 
Kung Hui) to be ordained priest 
in 1940. Retiring from his engi- 
neering career at the age of 60, he 
accepted a call to be assistant An- 
glican bishop of North Borneo in 
1960. Two years later, he was 
installed as the first Bishop of the 
Diocese of Sabah. In 1965, aged 
65, he became the Episcopal 
Bishop of Taiwan and immedi- 
ately started the school plan. He 
chose the school site, in Tamsui, 
northern Taiwan, and devoted the 


It is no doubt that Bishop C. M. 
Williams is the key missionary 
pioneer who bridges Rikkyo Uni- 
versity, Tokyo and St. John’s 
University, Taiwan. Bishop Wil- 
liams established both the Boone 
Memorial School in Wuchang, 
China, and St. Paul’s College 
(predecessor of Rikkyo Universi- 
ty) in Tokyo, Japan. Bishop S. I. 
J. Schereschewsky continued 
Williams’ mission school vision 
and established St. John’s Uni- 
versity in Shanghai. Bishop 
James C. L. Wong, an alumnus of 
Boone College, personified the 
original vision of Bishop Wil- 
liams through serving as a marine

later came as missionary bishop

institution of St. John’s Universi- 
ty in Tamsui, Taiwan. In this re- 
gard, the Anglican/Episcopal vi- 
sion of mission school continues 
to shine and glorify the Lord. 
Supported and nourished in such 
a splendid Anglican/Episcopal 
missionary endeavor and denom- 
inational tradition, Rikkyo Uni- 
versity and St. John’s University 
have now signed a 
“Memorandum of Understand- 
ing”. Being eyewitnesses to this 
important event, after over 100 
years, we see the missionary 
torch continue, and we are part 
of history in the making. The sto- 
ry continues in a ‘Continuous 
Tense’. Let us do our part in 
continuing and cherishing the 
historic story!

On Tuesday April 26, the annual Foundation Day 
Thanksgiving Service was held at Advent Church, 
celebrating 49 years since the official foundation of 
the school, now known as St. John’s University, 
originally known as the St. John's and St. Mary’s 
Institute of Technology.

At the service also, presentations were 
made to the 54 students who are receiving financial 
help from St. John's University through a fund set 
up in memory of Bishop Wong.

An Easter egg hunt points to the story of the women 
who went to prepare Jesus’ body for burial and dis- 
covered that the tomb was empty. Mary Magdalene 
began to hunt for Jesus. So on Easter morning chil- 
dren “hunt” for colorful eggs as hunting for new life 
brought by the resurrection of Jesus. They joyfully 
hunt for life springing from the mercies of God the 
Father who raised His only begotten Son to new 
Inte 
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We of the English congregation of the Church of 
the Good Shepherd enthusiastically embrace the 
tradition of Easter egg hunting. Each Easter, as we 
watch our children eagerly hunting for eggs, we are 
brought back to our own memories of Easters past 
when we shared life with family and with our 
church friends. We rejoice in being renewed. We 
treasure the gift of new life that we receive at East- 
Je.

91 years old. She always joyfully tells others that 
Bishop Lai was her student, and she is very proud 
of him being the Bishop of Taiwan. Some years 
ago, she was living alone and very lonely at her 
small teacher’s hostel, often in ill-health and unable 
to walk far, and worried about her sixth son who at 
just over 40 years old was very sick with heart dis- 
ease. Rev. Philip Ho found her at her home through 
the contacts records of the church. He went to visit 
her and she felt better every time he came to see 
her, greet her, say a prayer for her, and share the 
holy body of Jesus with her. One year later she felt 
stronger and now has the courage to attend St. 
Paul’s Church sometimes to worship the Lord. Af- 
ter finishing the electric lift engineering work at St. 
Paul’s Church in the autumn of 2014, she was very 
happy to come to worship our Lord once a month as 
she could take the electric lift up to the church, ra- 
ther than using her crutch to go up the stairs. Now 
she is very happy to dress herself with colorful and 
beautiful dresses to join in the church activities or 
memorial festivals. 


On January 10, Ms. Mary C. L. Hu was joyfully 
baptized by Rev. Philip Ho into the Christian family 
like her mother, Monica, and her youngest sister, 
Annie (see top right photo). The third one from 
right is Jean, who is the eldest person at St. Paul’s

cial inspiration to Mary. She came to visit her sister 
for a few months from China. When she was invited 


to attend worship in St. Paul’s Church by Annie and 
her sister’s friend Amy, she was moved by the 
Lord’s words from the sermon.

Now she is back in her 
hometown on the Chinese mainland and goes to 
worship our dear Lord in a church near her home. 


From January 21 —25, we had a Shining Eagle 
Camp which was designed for youth to serve ele- 
mentary school children. We had over 80 youth, 
serving 60 children (see bottom photo, page 33). 
The youth were junior high school age or above, 
most of them were at college or university. After 
learning from the words of Jesus and receiving 
training of how to tell stories to children with pic- 
ture books and how to lead children to join in dif- 
ferent games, they were certified to be leaders to 
serve children. During the camp, most of the youth 
also decided that they would also like to accept Je- 
sus as their Lord. Hallelujah! 


On January 24, David Lee (see top photo, page 33), 
an energetic boy in our church who loves to play 
basketball, had the opportunity to go to Wesley 
Christian School of Kentucky to join the school 
basketball team. David was born in the USA and 
came back to Taiwan when he was ten years old. 

He was called to be a minister and a witness to 
serve Jesus at the age of 7. Now he has weekly les- 
sons about Scripture and regular worship time in the 
Wesley Christian School. He plays a very important 


role in their basketball team 
although he is only 170 cm 
tall. We wish he can be a 
good servant of our dear Lord 
in the future after getting all 
the lessons which God wants 
him to learn. David’s grandfa- 
ther was a pastor in Taiwan. 
His father, Joseph is the head 
of the Department of Business 
and Administration of Kao- 
Yuan University and also the

Committee of St. Paul’s 
Church. He always prays for the church and serves 
faithfully. 


On January 24, we had the honor to be awarded 
third place in the Diocese of Taiwan Daily Text 
Competition. 


On January 28, a group of students from the Good- 
ness College of St. Paul’s Church went together to 
visit two different beautiful gardens on the same 
day (see top photo, page 34). First, we went to visit 
the Jasmine Garden which was made by a Canadian 
who came to Taiwan 12 years ago and found Tai- 
wan to be a very suitable place for him to settle. He 
discovered a remote but ideal area of the country- 
side so he bought that green land and established it 
to be a very beautiful garden. A few years later the 
garden became famous because of the method of 
building houses with waste newspaper. Many peo- 
ple come to visit him to learn the process. The 
newspapers are soaked in water for half a day, and 
then stirred with cement. Then the stirred cement 
mixed with newspaper is poured into a solid plastic 


box, and then put a pet bottle 
in the middle of the box, and 
then cover the pet bottle with 
| the thick and sticky cement 
| jam to make a brick. After be- 
ing dried in the sunshine for 
half a day or longer, then the 
brick is complete. The dried 
bricks become very hard and 
cannot be broken even by us- 
ing a hammer, and are very 
light so that they are one tenth 
the weight of a normal brick. 

- Using these bricks of paper 
and cement to build the walls of houses makes the 
houses stronger than other houses and more anti- 
seismic. That was amazing! 


After leaving the Jasmine Garden we arrived at the 
Rose Garden in about 15 minutes, located in Jiouru 
Township. This garden is full of beautiful big red 
rose flowers covering about 15 hectares. Unusually 
all of the rose flowers in this garden are eatable. 
Why? In accordance with the farmer’s interpreta- 
tion, this garden is organic, completely free of pesti- 
cides, insecticides and fertilizer for all of the 15 
hectares. All the nutrients the rose trees need comes 
from the grasses growing among those rose trees. 
When the grasses become dried and turn yellow, 
farmers will pick them to cover the roots of the rose 
trees. Every single flower was bright red and every 
petal of each rose smelt fragrant. The garden owner 
allowed each of us to pick a flower and allowed us 
to take it back home. All of us joyfully began to 
find a flower that he/she liked best and took a pic- 
ture together with the beautiful red eatable rose. 


Then we enjoyed eating the special meal made of 
the rose petals, rose sushi, rose sandwich, rose tea 
and rose water. That was interesting! 


On January 31, the Shining Eagles young students 
(see photo below) invited each other to make teams 
to have a sports competition with volleyball, basket- 
ball, dodgeball, relay race, etc. in Kaohsiung Senior 
High School. This was the first time that the college 
students made joyful races so that friendly friend- 
ship and godly fellowship were formed among them 
and they stretched their hands up as the wings of the 
flying eagles. 


On February 15, that night we had 22 people came 
to the front yard of St. Paul’s Church to give out 
Gideon’s Bibles, evangelical tracts and warm sweet 
Longan drink to everyone who passed along the 
streets around our church to offer fruits, flowers, 
paper money and incense to an idol, whose temple 
is located two blocks from St. Paul’s, named the 
Jade Emperor. Roughly estimated, the people who 
passed by were over 10,000. We gave warm sweet 
Longan drink to whoever liked to show a friendly 
face to us and we gave out Gideon’s Bibles and 
evangelical tracts as gifts to them. From 7 pm to 9 
pm we encountered more than 1,000 people, and 
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about 300 accepted 
our gifts.
